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Attachment to Advisory Action 

1 . Applicants' amendment filed 9/22/2009 has not been entered given that it raises 
new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. 

With respect to new issues, Claims 1 , 3 and 9-10 have been amended to recite 
that the filler is wollastonite treated with amino-silane. This amendment is supported on 
page 23, line 27 of the specification. It is the examiner's position that this is a new issue 
since the previous claims recited a Markush group of inorganic fillers including, but not 
specific to wollastonite. Furthermore, the treatment with amino-silane was not 
previously claimed. Additionally, applicant has submitted a Declaration under Rule 132 
presenting additional data and experiments for consideration. This declaration is not 
timely following the mailing of a final rejection. Therefore, the amendment would require 
further consideration and/or search. 

2. As the amendment is not being entered, those of applicant's arguments with 
regard to overcoming the prior art rejections based on the possibility of entry of 
amendment are rendered moot. 

3. Note: Should applicant enter amendment cancelling Claim 4 to overcome the 
112 rejections only in a separate communication, that will be entered and:
